7tf/%ancer cUscussies the navigation of 
Columbia river, whicli it reports under 
its "annual sheet of ice." "A very few 
degrees more cold would close tho river 
down to Astoria, and stop the naviga- 
tion of tbo M-arnier water of the Willa- 
mette. There Avould then l»o no -way 
of getting in or out of Portland excopt 
over the railroads of tho Willamette 
Valley, and in such a condition of 
afl'airs they would be qnito unsatisfac- 
tory. The idea, continues the /»- 
telUycncer, of a coramercinl city like 
.PoirtlRnd' -'bemg jvlplosed by * ice to_ the 
commerce of the -world'for even a single 
day mu.st be galling enough to her in- 
telligent, wealthy and .spirited citizens. 
'I'ho thing they need is a continuation 
of tho 'N'orthcra Pacifu- Kailroad from 
Kalania to their own town, which 
would afford at all times, and without 
regard to ico blockades or a shallow and 
treacherous bar, an outlet to the sea for 
them and their gooda. Should the Co 
lumbia stay frozen durir.g the next two 
months, they will .sen tho importance of 
this link in their railroad system and 
we doubt not that the hitherlo silent 
press of that city would be the loudest 
' clamorer for its con.struction." 

liVd have often pointed out the dis- 
advantages that Portland labors under 
as the licud of navigation and tho 
depot of tho great and growing trade 
of tho rich vallej'S that are laved by the 
waters of tho Willamette and Colum- 
bia-rivers. [en is certainly a great 
obstacle to the navigation of any 
stream; but arrivals and departures 
might be regulated by tho seasons .so as 
to reduce the diiliculties on that score 
to the minimum. It is not .so mucli the 
troubles that besot a mariner after lie 
gets inside the river, as those ho has to 
encounter >. before he- enters, at the 
dreaded Bar. That must prove an 
ever-prosent danger to shipping, wliich 
can only bo overcome by tho construc- 
tion of a railway from one of the many 
snug harbors "on Puget Sound to 
Walla Walla Yalley, by which means 
nearly the entire ocean traflSc now en- 
joyed^by Columbia River vrouljl bo 
diverted to the Sound. 

TROUBLE m MAINE. 

The Democratic board of election re- 
visers of the State of Mnino discover- 
ing, or professing to have discovered, 
jnfoi'raalities in certain returns which 
gave Republican candidates majorities, 
have thrown out those I'cturnsand seiz- 
ed the oftices. In plain words, the 
Republicans have been counted out by 
a process similar to that by which Presi- 
dent Haves was counted in. Ihe 
counted-out party advise resistance to 
the extent of force, and the President, 
it is said, has pi'oniised to recognize a 
Republican legislature if it sits as the 
legal legislature of the State. The 
telegraphic dispatches state that the 
plan contemplated by tho sender of 
the dispatch may lie briefly stated 
thus: When tho day for the meeting 
of the Maine legislature arrives, thd 
republicans who have certificates of 
the returning oiBcers, and those who 
have been counted out, are to assemble 
and to organize as a lejgal legislature. 
The counted out republicans will pi-e- 
viously, if possible, procure certilicatos 
of their election from the supreme court 
of the state, or failing in that, from 
the county clorks. They are then to 
proceed to elect Davis governor ; and 
if the fusionists also organize and elect 
. Gabcelok or Sjiitu, an issue will then 
be presented to call for a decision by 
President Haves as to which is the 
legal legislature and duly constituted 
government of the state. The question, 
it is claimed, can bo brought before 
him very readily by a call from the 
Davis legislature for national aid to 
suppress resistance to its authority, if 
not in some other way within tho pur- 
pose of tho act of Fob. 28, 1875. 
This act, according to th« famous 
supreme court decision in the case of 
Luther y&. Border, pronounced by 
Chief Justice Taney in 1818, delegated 
to the president "the power to declare 
for purpbsea of that act whether a gov- 
ernment organized in a state is tho 
duly constituted govornninnt of that 
state, and after ho has decided tho 
question ytjie courts of the United 
States arc bound to follow his deci.s- 



SL AVERY STILL EXTANT LV 
TEE UmiED STATES. 

' A curious case has just been decid- 
ed in Memphif?, Tennessee, The deci- 
sion will causo considerable commotion 
in anti-slavery circles. Tho dispatches 
state that C. Birhixgiiam of Lauder- 
dale county, Tennessee, had been in- 
dicted for holding two colored girls in 
slavery. It appears BiR-MiNGnAsr re- 
fused to recognize the abolition of 
slavery, and ever since the war has 
claimed to own the girls because he 
owned their mother. The conduct of 
Birmingham excited the indignation of 
his neighbors, und at their instigation 
the United States grand jury recently 
found an . indictment against him. 
Judge Haumond quashed the indict- 
ment, holding that the Act of Con- 
gress which says "that" every person 
who kidnap.s or carries away any other 
■person with intent that such other per- 
■son bo sold into involuntary servitude 
or be held as a slave, shall bo punished 
by fine or imprisonment," could not ap- 
ply to any one holding, or pretending to 
bold, in slavery, in this country, be- 
cause slavery having been abolished 
there could be no slaver) hero and 
therefore no ono could be held a.s a 
slave. This, the Judge said, is an of- 
fence not provided for. by the Act of 
Congress, and not .punishable by in- 
dictments, in the Federal courts. 'The 
defendant was discharged. 3 



THE DRY DOCK TENDERS. 

As the time for receiving tenders for 
the con.struction of the drydock will 
expire to-day, it may be as well to state 
that the Local Government will not be 
allowed to finger either tho Canadian 
or Imperial subsidies, which amount in 
the aggregate to $500,000. sThe fpnner 
will only be paid as the work progress- 
es, and the latter will be paid when 
the Work shall have been completeil and 
accepted. This will prevent anj-thing 
like the «liversion of tho subsidies to 
.servo political ends, and is the best 
guai'antee the public can have of the 
completion of the work. '

was the beginning. Tiien ho twisted 
his hand ingny beard, and tore out one 
whole whisker. 'Then he hit me about 
fifty thnes in the face.' 'That is to say, 
he administered fifty cufl's to you]' 
'There or thereabouts.' 'At 2 copecks 
a cufT,' observed the ^lagistrate, mak- 
ing a hasty calculation on the paper 
before liim, 'that makes exactlv one 
ruble.' 'But, for plty'.s .sake, 'what 
about my skull, and aiy whiskers and 
my jaw? i\[y arm, too; is disabled for 
at least two months to come!' 'Don't 
excite yourself; I'll rcclcou it all up in 
duo time. Let me see; 4 copecks for 
the skull, U copecks for the -whisker; 
30 copecks for the arm.' ♦ » * * 
After a brief pause, 'Is there anvtliing 
else?' 'And my eye.' 'Ah, yes, quite 
right; I forgot the eye.

'For molesting this inan and 
doing him gi'ievous bodily harm, you 
have to pay 1 ruble -12^ copecks, or go 
to prison for two days and a half.' 
Pulling out his purse the oflicor hand- 
ed two ruble notes to the Magistrate, 
exclaiming: 'There is no need to talk 
about prison. There are 2 rubles; you 
can give the change to the usher of the 
court for a dram. If — addres.sing the 
plaintifi" — 'I had known what it cost, 
you hound, I would have given you 
somotliing to howl about.' 'Excu.so 
ine,' interposed the M'agi.strate, 'I fine 
you 10 rubles for making use of such 
expressions in my prosenco.' With a 
grimace of dissatisfaction the officer 
laid down a 10-rublenote on the Magis- 
trate's desk and left the court; whcre- 
u])on the latter tloled out 1 ruljle 12,1; 
coi)(^cks to tlie complainant, put the 
rest of the cliango and the 10-ruble 
note into his pocket, and observed, 
'Tlie proceedings in this suit are ter- 
minated. Usher, call the next case !"'

A curious instance of reactiSn against 
the liberal and tolerant tendencies of 
tiie present age is afforded by the for- 
mation in Derliu of a society called the 
"Anti-Semitic Le.ague." The associa 
tion is composed oi uon-(lebrcw Cier 
mans, who pledge themselves to lav 
aside all dillbrenC^s of party and reli- 
gion and unite witli all possible energy, 
earnestue.ss and diligence to save the 
German FathorlaiRl from being com 
plstely Judaized, and to make exist- 
ence there endural^le for their descend- 
ants." They agree not to patronize 
Jewish merchant.s nor Jewish now.spa- 
pers, to agitato ag"'iust putting Jews in 
public oflices, and to found clubs and 
social eireles from ''^liich Jew.s will be 
excluded. This siugulur society seems 
to have no better basis than envy. By 
their educatioQ, jndl^stry.^amL .superior 
businew ifilonl,' the Hehrews havfe made 
their way into prominent positions in 
politics, law and trade, and tho ])eople 
who have sufforetl iu the competition 
with them want to revive the prejudice 
of the dark ages ag^iinst a race which 
has given to Contiit^Qtal Europe much 
of its wealth antl culture. 

On Sunday, the 5th of October, a 
band of Thessuliau brigands suddenly 
surrounded a liou.sc at Katcchora, 
W'herc a wedding party was assembled.

The respectable 
man, in a highly uorvous condition, 
was then walked olT by the visitors, 
and, by latest aecou^ts, liad not since 
since returned to ''is home, where, 
however, a letter has been received de- 
manding .$2,2.50 as I'is ransom.
